But the tunaa ware troublesome and religious war was raging. Soma high oficial, who long since had 
eovatad this prioalaas clock, ordered the nuns to be driven out, the clock tranaferrad to his caatk, and the 
cloister burned. When the walls of the ill-fated building fell, the clock, now in saorilagious hands, struck 
the hour. What then happened filled the inhabitants of Dordrecht with awe: the chimes of the clock, 
playing the Apostles hymn, rang out in wonderful harmonies, which were heard throughout the town; and 
all the ohuroh bells, swayed by an invisible hand, joined and rang out loudly, as if protesting against the 
aasrilsga just committed. Than all was silence,' and since that time the clo^ was never heard to ttHke again.
